He persisted that he could recail noth¬

ing that h;id occurred between 8

o'clock Saturday night until he found

himself struggling in the grasp of a

policeman early Sunday not far from

the house he is accused of having en¬

tered.
James F. Conway, an insurance. ad-

jnster, of 165 Hicks Street. the youtbSs
father. placed the blame for bis son's
unusual behavior upon a series of nose

bieecings and pains in the head from
which young Conway has suffered
recently.

Tells of Pains in Head
The vouth himself explained that

the pains in his head had been caused
by water that got into one of his ears

while he was swimming beneath the
jurface of the Central Y. M. C. A. pool
in Brooklvn. As proof of his conten

tion that "the offenses charged against
him were entirely foreign to his natur»,
he spoke of his regular attendance at
church services, his abstinence from
akoholic beverages and tobacco.
Conwav's story was: "I left hoje

»t 2 o'cl'ock Saturday afternoon to go
to the Y. M. C. A. There I met a friend
who urged me to go to Shoepshead
Bay and look at a canoe that he had
there. We went canoeing and cruised
around Oriental Point and came home
again. I left Sheepshead Bay about 9
o'clock and got off at Cumberland
Street, because he lived near there.

"I left him at the station and walked
through Hanson Place to Flatbush
Avenue and then to State Street, wbere
I stopped to look at a block party
which was in progress. ThatNis all I
remember until a poli^man grabbed
me on Joralemon Street, They tell me

that this happened r.bout 2 o'clock in
the morning.

Don't Remember Gun, He Says
"I don't remember taking the gun

and didn't know it was in ray bag until
the policeman took it out at the station
house. About nine months ago I was

swimming under water -in the tank at
the Y. M. C. A. and got water in my
ear. Since then I have had seyere
pains across my eyes a*nd in back o_ my
ear. Not so long ago I had a severe

attack while at school and was forced
to leave the room and go home. The
ittacks frequently came while I was in
the classroom, but I always managed to
itick it out.
"Saturday morning before I left tbe

house I had pains around my eyes."
Concluding bi? story, Conway said:

"I have never been very attentive to
girls, although frequently I went out
with one girl. But I don't want to
ipeak about her now."
Mis3 Stewart, the young woman wbo

was the victim of the attack for which
Conway is blamed, was in court yester¬
day. Conway did not look at her
throughout the proceedings, which
were brief.

Sentences Slayer to Die,

NEW CITY, N. Y., June 27..Genero

C*sera, one of the three men w"ho took
part in the'murder of Michael Bohl, an
elderly grocer of Grand View, was sen¬
tenced to die yesterday by Justice Ar-
thur S. Tompkms in the Supreme Court
bere. At the same time it became
known that Justice Tompkins and Dis¬
trict Attorney Morton Lexow bad peti-tioned the Covernor to commute the
death sentence.

room in the Bedford Hotel, 684 Bedford
Avenue, Brooklyn, where, nccording to
the testimony of Charles Newstadt, for¬
mer proprietor of the hotel, Mrs.
Thomas and her chauffeur, Elmon
Kelsch, passed an afternoon last No¬
vember.
Newstadt said that the sllt in the

door had been made by him so that
he could peek. He said that he saw
Mrs. Thomas sitting on the bed in
the room, combing her hair. Kelsh was

sitting beside her, he said.
Counsel for both sides and the jurors

took turns looking through the slit. J.
A. Goodwin, lawyer for Mrs. Thomas,
argued that Newstadt could not have
seen anything in the room if the green
shade had been pulled down.
The -trial will be continued to¬

Eleven Bodies
Prove Murder
Orgy in Cafoin

Charred and Mntilated Vio
tims Mnte Witnesses to

Night Crime of Incredible
Fury in Kentticky Town

Insane Slayer Suspected
Sheriff Believes Member of
One Family Ran Amuck
and Then Took Own Life

MAYFIELD, Ky., Juno 27..All doubt
that the eleven members of the Drew
and Lawrence families were murdered
before their home near here was set
afire vanished to-day when investiga-
tors, removed the bodies of the men,
women and children from the ruins 01
the "house of horror." Though the
bodies were charred by the flames of
Saturday mignight, that of one of the
women revealed wounds showing that a
crime of increditable fury had been
committed.

Every officer in Graves County was
working on the case tolday, nnd though
arrests were hintved as likely to-night,
the authorities appeared to be working
in ihe dark and many people here fear
that the eecret of this, the worst trag¬
edy Kentucky ever has known, wil!
never be revealed.
The weapons found in the debris,

several guns and an ax, oiTered obvious
clews. Some ofiicials have the theory
that no one man could have ac-
complished the task of murder and cre-
mation.that only a party of murder-
ers could have carried out the whole¬
sale crime. If one man had attempted,
it is argued, to do away with both fami¬
lies in the small home of Ernest Law¬
rence some of them would have es-
caped. But every person in the house
was slain in a swift series of blows,

Sheriff McCain announced late to¬
day that he had not changed his theory
that Lawrence had developed a fit of
insanity, and in a frenzy had killed
his wife, their three children and their
guests.Otis Drew, Mrs. Drew, her
three children and Drew's brother,
Delmer Drew. The indications are, the
Sheritf said, that Lawrence saturated
the room in which the bodies were
found with oil, touched a match to it
and killed himself.
Mrs. Lawrence and Mrs. Drew were

sieters and, neighbors said, had long
been accustomed to exchanging visits
over the week end. One report to-day
had it that Lawrence had been roughly
handled by a policeman in Mayfield a
nrmber of years ago and that in the
course of the struggle had been struck
on the head. Since then, the story
ran, Lawrence had sufTered from ill-
ncss periodically which had affecttfd
bis mind. Sheriff McCain said he had
bten unable to verify it.

Sheriff McCain listened to-day to
;theories which ranged from premedi-
tated murder by unknown persons to
accident, but in the end held to his
own, which he frankly acknowledged
was but a theory, that Lawrence had
suddenly become insane and ran
amuck.
The victims of the murder were

buried to-day, all being placed in
one grave. Their names are Er-
inest Lawrence, thirty-one years old;
Mrs. Ernest Lawrence, twenty-tive;
Fred Lawerence, five; Ethlyn Law-
rence, four; Ralph Lawrence, eleven
months; Otis Drew, twenty-eight; Mrs.
Otis Drew, twenty-three; Harry Drew,
five; Otis Drew jr., four; Drew,
four months; Delmer Drew, twenty-l five.

Boy Is Qiven Vacation
Term in Reformatory

Newark Judge Waits Sohool
Closing to Sentence Youth

Who Kilied Child
Carl Hondrickson, who finished his

third year in Central High School,
Newark, Friday, wnq sonteneed yester¬
day by Judgo Stickcl in the Court of
Conynon Pleas in that city to spend
his vacation ns nn inmate of the state
reformatory at Kahway.

Hendricksen, who is scventeen years
old, ran down nnd killod ninc-year-old
Charles Mns last October, while driv-
in>c an automobile. He wns brought to
trial last April and Judge Stickel told
him at its conclusion that he would
not sentence him until he had finished
tho school year,

Before impoaing sentence Judge
Stickel wrote to the nrincipals of Cen¬
tral High School anri other schools, all
of whom ngroed that his plnn of send-
ing tho youth to the reformatory for
the sumwer was just. Hendrickson's
counsel told the court that the boy had
i-ntended to take a continuation course
during the summer, so Judge Stickel
wrote to the warden of the reformatory
asking that amnle opportunity for
study be given to the new prisoner.
Hendrieksen lives at 93 Blcecker Street,
Newark.

Bond Fraud Trial Dclayed
Court Declines to Arraign
Travis, Wendell and Judson
After hearing argument yesterday,

Justice McAvoy, of the Supreme Court,
decided that he would not order State
Comptroller James A. Wendell, former
Comptroller Eugene M. Travis and Al¬
bert L. Judson, bond broker, arraigned
for plcading on indictments found
against them charging misappropria-
tion of funds, conspiracy and fraudu-
lent audit.
Joab H. Banton, Assistant District

Attorney, appeared before Justice Mc¬
Avoy and said he would like to proceed
with the trial of the indicted men at
an early date, but that they had not
yet pleaded.
Max D. Steur, who appeared for the

three defendants. argued that Wendell,
Travis and Judson should not be com¬

pelled to plead until the question had
been settle.d whether they are to be
tried in the criminal branch of the
Supreme Court or General Session?.
The matter wac adjourned to July 6

for further consideration.

Against Women
On Murder Jurv
Prosecutor, on Eve of Trial,

Declares Ho Will Seek
AU He Can Get, and
Long Battle Is Foreeast

Two New Suspects Held
Man Admils Having Had

Publisher's Diamond to
Give to Hired Assassins

CLEVELAND, June 27.--A lon_;
drawn battle over the selection of a
jury which is to try Mrs. Eva Cath-
erine Kaber on a charRO of killinp: hor
husband, Daniel F. Kaber, was foreeast
to-nicht on the eve of her trial. A to-
tnl of thirty witnesses have been sub-1
pienaed by the- state. Kaber, an in-
valid, was stabbed twenty-four times
in his home in Lakewood two years ago.
While Francis W. Poulson, counsel

for the defense, has declared he will
fight every attempt to place women in
tho jury box, County Prosecutor Ed¬
ward C. Stanton is in favor of seating
as many women as possible.

Will Challenge to Limit
Poulson said he would exercise every

one of his allotted sixieen peremptory
challenges if necessary to keep women
off the jury.
A special venire of forty-five prospee-tive jurors has been ordered to report

to Judge Maurice Bernon to-morrow
morning for the opening of the case.

"I go into my case to-morrow confi-
dent that I will get a square deal,"
Mrs. Kaber said to-night. "The truth
will come out. The public only
knows one-half of the case. I know
when the other half comes out I will
stand before the public in a different
light than 1 do now. I am confident of
the outcomc."

Ralph Dagostino and Angelino Dc-
renzo, suspected of having knowledge
of the alleged plot to murder Kaber,
were taken into custody to-dav. They
were questioncd for several hours in
the offiee of Prosecutor Stanton and

are said to have given statcments which
Prosecutor Stanton declared will prove
of conaidcrable value to the state.

Had Kaber Diamond
Dagostino, for whom a search hns

been conducted for a month, is said to
hftva ndmitted that he had the diamond
ring and watch which had been owned
by Kaber. He said they were given to
him by Mrs. Enima Colavito, under in-
dictmont with Mrs. Kabc,r, to Ve given
to the. slayers as part payment of a

..55,000 fe.e said to have been agreed
upon between Mrs. Kaber and Salvatore
Cala and Vittorio PissHli.
Cala nnd Pissclli, alleged to be the

actual slayers of Kaber, have been
indicted for first decree murder. Cala
is in jail, but Pissclli has not been ap-
prehended.
Dagostino declared, the authorities

said, that he hid the watch and ring
on a shelf in his residence, but that
they had been stolen and he had no
knowledge of their present where
abouts.

Dagostino and Mrs. Derenzo were
held to-night for further investiga-
tion.

Part of $1,000 for Kubal
Arrest Will Go to Wife

Wilbur Dpughty, of Hempstead, will
recommend that the reward be paid
Mrs. Kubal, as it was her information
that led to her husband's arrest.
Mrs. Morgan Belmont and Mrs. Leo

F. Wanner, who are raising a fund for
Mrs. Kubal, reported yesterday that a
substantial sum was in hand. Kubal,
in his cell in Nassau County jail, is
eating and sleeping well and shows no
perturbation. It is expected that he
will be placed on trial July 6. Counsel
will be assigned the defendant by the
court, as he is without funds.

The violinist alleges that he went

through with his part of the contract,
but Ziegfeld refused to accept the
music and orchestration, saying he was
not going to produce the opera.

In addition to the $10,000 promi.-ed
him, Elman says he was to receive 3
per cent in royalties.
